SERVICE  NOTES  FOR  JULY. 


These  notes  contain  instructions  and  necessary  information  to  forest 
officers,  and  will  therefore  be  carefully  read  and  kept  on  file  for 
reference. 

FORESTER. 

Cooperation  with  Smithsonian  Institution — 

The  Secretary  of  the  Smithsonian  Institution  has  requested  the 
Forest  Service  to  cooperate  in  bringing  to  the  attention  of  the  Institu- 
tion  discoveries  of  interesting  and  valuable  objects  on  National  Forests, 
since  it  is  desirable  that  the  Government  have  the  opportunity  of  ob¬ 
taining  such  objects  for  its  collection.  The  materials  most  desired  are 
fine  mineral  specimens,  examples  of  silicified  wood,  invertebrate  and 
vertebrate  fossils,  meteorites  of  both  iron  and  stony  varieties.  Meteor¬ 
ites  are  of  particular  interest  and  their  occurrence  should  be  reported 
promptly  whenever  practicable.  Of  the  vertebrate  fossils,  skulls  and 
teeth  are  of  greater  importance  than  mere  fragments  of  bones  of  the 
trunk.  Samples  of  specimens  should  be  forwarded  under  official  frank 
to  the  Smithsonian  Institution,  Washington,  D.  C.,  and  the  supervisor 
should  make  report  to  the  Forester  and  transmit  it  through  the  dis¬ 
trict  office.  The  frank  should  bear  the  name  and  address  of  the  sender. 
Forest  officers  will  keep  in  mind  the  request  of  the  Secretary  and  co¬ 
operate,  as  far  as  is  practicable,  without  interfering  with  Forest  Service 
work. — From  Forest  Service  Notes  for  May,  1910.

United  States  v.  J.  Sinnott :  Disorderly  conduct,  Oregon  National 
Forest.  On  June  6,  J.  Sinnott  was  fined  in  the  district  court  for 
Multnomah  County  the  sum  of  $10  for  disorderly  conduct  upon  Eagle 
Creek  camp  ground. 

United  States  v.  Harry  Hill :  Timber  trespass,  Oregon  National  For¬ 
est.  On  June  6,  in  the  district  court  of  the  United  States  for  Oregon, 
Harry  Hill  was  fined  the  sum  of  $5  for  cutting  a  yew  tree  on  the 
Eagle  Creek  camp  ground. 

United  States  v.  M.  C.  Enyart :  Disorderly  conduct,  Oregon  National 
Forest.  On  June  18,  in  the  juvenile  court  for  the  county  of  Mult¬ 
nomah,  State  of  Oregon,  M.  C.  Enyart  was  fined  $5  for  driving  a  motor¬ 
cycle  with  a  girl  passenger  up  the  Eagle  Creek  Trail,  a  feat  which  en¬ 
dangered  the  lives  not  only  of  himself  and  the  girl,  but  of  any  others 
whom  he  should  chance  to  meet. 
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United  States  v.  D.  P.  McAuliffe  :  Grazing  trespass,  Fremont  National 
Forest.  On  May  12,  1917,  David  P.  McAuliffe  paid  damages  in  the 
sum  of  $114,  same  being  in  full  for  actual  damages  in  the  sum  of  $64 
and  punitive  damages  in  the  sum  of  $50  for  grazing  trespass  on  the 
Fremont  National  Forest.  This  payment  was  made  without  trial,  on 
the  demand  of  the  United  States  district  attorney. 

United  States  v.  Eugene  Crane :  Occupancy  trespass,  Washington 
National  Forest.  On  June  18  Judge  Neterer,  of  the  United  States  Dis¬ 
trict  Court  for  the  Western  District  of  Washington,  granted  a  default 
judgment  in  the  case  of  United  States  v.  Eugene  Crane  to  oust  the 
defendant  from  a  tract  of  land  within  the  Washington  National  Forest 
which  he  claimed  under  Indian  allotment.  This  judgment  is  ordered 
to  become  final  at  the  end  of  60  days,  in  order  to  allow  defendant  time 
to  remove  crops,  etc.  B 

United  States  v.  Mrs.  S.  A.  Perry,  and  Bedford  and  Taylor  :  Occu¬ 
pancy  tre’spass,  Olympic  National  Forest.  On  June  18,  1917,  Judge 
Neterer,  of  the  United  States  District  Court  for  the  Western  District 
of  Washington,  handed  down  a  decision  in  the  cases  of  United  States  v. 
Mrs.  S.  A.  Perry,  and  United  States  v.  Belford  and  Taylor,  involving 
certain  lots  in  block  32,  Port  Angeles,  Wash.,  declaring  that  the  title 
of  the  United  States  was  superior  to  that  of  the  defendants  and  ordering 
them  to  vacate  the  lots  in  question. 

Frankin  K.  Lane  v.  Svan  Hogland,  Claims,  Siskiyou  National  For¬ 
est.  In  the  case  of  Franklin  K.  Lane,  plaintiff  in  error,  v.  Svan  Hog¬ 
land,  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  on  May  21,  1917,  affirmed 
the  decision  of  the  court  of  appeals  for  the  District  of  Columbia,  and 
held  that  the  proviso  of  section  7  of  the  act  of  March  3,  1891  (26  Stat., 
1095),  applied  to  Government  protests  or  contests,  and  that  in  order 
for  a  protest  or  contest  to  defeat  the  confirmatory  effect  of  the  proviso 
it  must  be  a  proceeding  sufficient  in  itself  to  place  the  entryman  on  his 
defense  and  to  require  of  him  a  showing  of  material  fact  when  served 
with  a  notice  thereof,  affirming  the  conclusion  in  the  Jacob  A.  Harris 
case  (42  L.  D.,  611).
